Current Job Openings

School. The Committee inquired as to whether or not there is an additional contractor 
we should be contacting with responsibility for the modular classrooms to be used 
during construction. 

The Committee also reviewed a document from the Purchasing Agent Domenic 
Lanzillotti indicating the award of the Stratton Elementary School renovation/rebuild to 
G & R Construction Incorporated. The Committee discussed the importance of early 
contact G & R with regard to the Town’s female and minority participation goals and 
also discussed the idea of communicating to subcontractors that we are available to 


assist them with the completion of their payroll reports indicating levels of female and 
minority participation.
